Gunboat Covers Exodus From 
Canton—Poster Threats 
Made Against British. 


Shanghai, China, April 4 (By A. P.).— 
From Chihli province, seat of the Peking 
government, and from the cities of 
Hankow and Canton, came the most 
disturbing news today. 

As the Cantonese armies continued 
their march northward in the direction 
of Peking, the situation in Chihli be- 
came more dangerous for Americans 
and other foreigners and they are leav- 
ing their homes and mission posts by 
the score, making their way to what 
are looked upon as safety zones along 
the seaboard. Many foreign women and 
children are leaving even Peking. 

At Hankow, where fighting occurred 
in the Japanese concession Sunday, 
there were further outbreaks by Chinese 
mobs again today. A Japanese wire- 
less message reported that the Chinese 
were storming the concession, but that 
Chinese troops were taking a hand to 
maintain order. The Japanese evacua- 
tion of Hankow is under way, and it is 
expected it will be completed shortly. 
Twenty-five Japanese have gone aboard 
the British gunboat Bee for shelter. 


General Exodus at Canton. 


Canton reported that there was a 
general exodus of Americans from that 
city. They were proceeding to Hong- 
kong. The American gunboat Papanga 
has reached Canton, to cover the evacu- 
ation of Americans and other for- 
eigners while a British gunboat has 
gone to Wuchow, on the Sikiang, or 
West river, northwest of Canton, to 
protect Britishers there. 

Details of Sunday’s rioting at Han- 
kow, where coolie disturbances .created 
a threatening situation several months 
ago, reported that a number of Japa- 
nese houses in the concession were de- 
stroyed by the mob. Five Japanese 
civilians and five sailors, carried off by 
the. Chinese, are still missing. It is 
feared that one of the sailors was 
thrown in the river after being killed. 

The Chinese commander, Gen, Tang 
Seng-Chih, apologized to the Japanese 
eonsul general for the attack on the 
concession and said that while he would 
do his utmost to maintain peace and 
order, he was handicapped by the pres- 
ence of the Japanese sailors. He con- 
tended that if these sailors were with- 
drawn the populace would be satisfied 
and further disturbances would be pre- 
vented. The Japanese ccnsul general 
refused to consider the request that the 
sailors be withdrawn. 


Posters Threaten British. 


An indication of the bitter feelings 
against the Britishers in Shanghal was 
had today when banners appeared 
across the road leading into the Brit- 
ish settlement from the native Chapel 
quarter. In full view of the British 
troops encamped along the barriers, 
these banners proclaimed in Chinese: 
“Down with the British,” “Avenge the 
Chinese killed by the British at Nan- 
king” and “Evacuate British troops and 
warships from Shanghai or suffer.” 

American bluejackets fired upon hos- 
tile Chinese with machine guns today. 
Four Chinese were wounded. 

The trouble occurred near Chung- 
king when coolies attempted to cap- 
ture the American steamer Chinan 
from bluejackets of the gunboat Mon- 
ocacy who were guarding it, said a 
wireless dispatch received here this 
afternoon. 

The Scandinavian, Spanish and Bel- 
gian missionaries who shared with the 
Americans and British the nationalist 
hostility to Christianity, already have 
evacuated the Yangtze and south coast 
ports. A group of sixteen Spanish 
priests today was being evacuated from 
Anhui province,

Spectacular British “Gion 
Against China Is Foreseen 


Cabinet Decides Not to Wait on Other Powers to De-| 
manding Reparations for Damages to Nationals. 
Firm Steps Outlined. 


London, April 4 (By A. P.).—With- 
out waiting for the other powers to 
decide whether to make joint demands 
on the Chinese nationalists for the 
Nanking affair, the British cabinet to- 
day reaffirmed its decision to carry 
out a strong policy, single-handed if 
necessary, in obtaining full satisfac- 
tion. 

Reinforcements for the Shanghai de- 
fence force are hurriedly preparing to 
embark at English ports, and officials 
declare that the government is deter- 
mined to exact full reparations for 
the outrages to which English na- 
tionalists in China have been subject- 
ed. Then Great Britain will consider 
the Nanking incident closed and pro- 
ceed with the policy of trying to con- 
ciliate British and nationalist interests 
in China... 

It is stated at Downing street that 
the British demands on China aré 
likely to be made within a very few 
days. Nevertheless the cables tonight 
still are carrying exchanges of views be- 
tween Washington, Tokyo and London. 

It is not yet certain whether the de- 
mands will be presented jointly or in 
identic notes, leaving each nation in 
& position to act independently in the 
event of rejection of the demands by 
the Cantonese. Great Britain's action 
in the ‘latter eventuality, it was under- 


stood, will be speedy, firrh and perhaps 
spectacular. 


Foreign Minister Chamberlain ex- 

plained the latest phases of the Chinese 
crisis in the house of commons this 
afternoon. The laborites raised the 
subject of the statement issued last 
week by. Eugene Chen, nationalist for- 
eign minister, in which he questioned 
whether nationalist troops were respon- 
sible for the Nanking affair and assert- 
ed that Chinese casualties outnumbered 
foreign losses at Nanking a hundred- 
fold. Sir Austen challenged the ac- 
curacy of Chen's figures regarding the 
losses. He also remarked that the na- 
tionalists at Nanking were showing in- 
creasing truculence toward foreigners 
and that Moscow agents apparently 
were encouraging the antiforeign feel- 
ing in China. 
George Lansbury, laborite, suggested 
that a commission of investigation into 
the Nanking affair be established, but 
he was howled down by the ministerial 
supporters to the evident pleasure of 
the members of the cabinet, in whose 
minds there seems to be no doubt about 
the responsibility of the nationalists 
and whose whole idea evidently is to 
liquidate the Nanking affair as quickly 
as possible. 

This attitude of the British govern- 
ment eliminates the prospect of a 
blockade of Chinese ports, which, it is 
believed by officials here, would result 
in a long campaign, which would harm 
nobody except the foreigners who desire 
to conduct business in China.

SENATE HAS YET TO ACT 


(From a Staff Correspondent.) 

Richmond, Va.. April €.—The : house 
today passed a bill increasing the 
State’s gasoline tax from 4% to 5 cents. 
The measure now goes to the senate. 

An important amendment had to be 
made to the bill to obtain its passage 
It struck out the emergency clause by 
which the bill would have become ef- 
fective immediately upon passage. With 
this clause, however, the bill required 
a two-thirds vote, and its proponents 
could not muster this strength. They 
failed of this strength on the first test 
by 8 votes. Then by a parliamentary 
maneuver the bill was recommitted to 
the roads committee and reported back 
five minutes later with the emergency 
clause stricken out. It then passed, 61 
to 32. 

Delegate Jesse, of Arlington county, 
voted for the bill, and Delegate Charles 
Frances Smith, floor leader, of Alex- 
andria, conducted a strong fight 
against it, at one time appealing from 
the decision of the chair. 

Opponents. of the measure wanted 
assurance that there would be a reduc- 
tion of 10 cents per 100 pounds in the 
automobile license fee. This reduction 
is embodied in another bill, but it is 
considered unlikely that it ‘vill pass. 

Arlington county is said to benefit 
considerably from the State’s gas tax 
because a portion of it is given back 
to the counties for’ county road build- 
ing on the basis of population and not 
on the basis of the number of auto- 
mobile owners. Of the 1%4-cent increase 
one-third goes to the counties, and 
the counties do not have to match it 
as they do with their portion of the 
present tax.

Clashes’ Over Policy on 
Meeting Needs Cause 
of Reorganization. 


USE OF INTERMEDIATE 
BANKS IS DESIRED 


Landes Is Already Out and 
Meyer Is Mentioned as | 
Loan Commissioner.

Reorganization of the Federal farm 
loan bureau because of difference of 
opinion among administrative officials 
of the Treasury and the majority of the 
bureau over policy matters will, it was 
learned yesterday, be undertaken soon 
after Andrew W. Mellon, Secretary of 
the Treasury, returns from abroad the 
middle of this month. 

Preliminary steps looking to the 
shake-up had been taken before Mr. 
Mellon made his departure. The resig- 
nation of Elmer S. Landes, recently an- 
nounced, was the initial move. The 
resignation of Robert A. Cooper has 
been sought, but not yet acted upon. 

The fundamental split between the 
bureau and the Treasury is over the 
use to be made of the twelve interme- 
diate credit banks. The administration 
viewpoint has been that these agencies, 
which have a combined loaning power 
under th2 law of $900,000,000, could be 
put to the very purposes and needs 
which the McNary-Maugen bill was de- 
signed to fill. 


Could Not Finance Crops. 


The board has contended that the 
intermediate banks could not broaden 
their powers to grant loans to agricul- 
tural interests except on standard and 
absolutely trustworthy security, and 
that financing of crops and improve- 
ments could not be so considered. 

Another point of conflict between the 
Treasury and the board has been the 
condition of the joint stock land banks. 
These institutions, 52 in number, have 
in some instances become loaded up 
with assets that were more nearly 
frozen than liquid. The board has on 
numerous occasions sought to make 
the condition of these institutions pub- 
lic because it believed that all of those 
in @ shaky condition could, by taking 
their losses, weather the crisis of farm 
deflation and be on a sound basis. The 
Treasury has, however, objected to any 
detailed report being made public and 
feels that the condition of the weaker 
fjoint stock banks can be remedied 
through other methods than publicity.

Paris latly Refuses Aid 
For Naval Arms Meeting 


Memorandum Declines to Take Any Part in U. S. Plan. 
France Stands by League Project, It Holds. 
Disappointment Felt Here. 


Paris, April 4 (By A. P.).— The 
French government today declined the 
American invitation to be represented 
“in some fashion” at the three-power 
conference for the reduction of naval 
armaments which is to meet at Geneva 
with the United States, Great Britain 
and Japan participating. 

President Coolidge’s second disarma- 
ment overture was turned down for 
the same reason given for rejecting the 
first one—the fact that France already 
is engaged in armament limitation dis- 
cussions under the auspices of the 
League of Nations. It also is stated 
that from France’s viewpoint, limita- 
tion of naval armaments can not be 
considered apart from land and aerial 
fighting force. 

A memorandum containing the 
French refusal has been turned over 
to the United States embassy by the 
French foreign office. It asserts that 
France can not weaken the authority 
of the league, which already has taken 
up the problem of general disarma- 
ment, nor can France compromise the 
principle of equality of all nations, 
large or small. 

“Despite the assurances whieh the 
Amer lean government has given con- 
cerning the’ preoccupations which in- 
spired its initiative and the principles 
which guided it,” says the note, “the 
government of the republic is unable to 
modify its views on the proposition of 
which it already has taken hold, It 


continues to feel itself unable to con- 
sider a positive participation of France 
at the projected conference of the 
United States, Great Britain and 
Japan,” 

The memorandum continues that 
since the receipt of the American invi- 
tation a new element has entered into 
the question. The preparatory disarm- 
ment commission of the League of Na- 
tions has begun its sittings at Geneva, 
and there the French have expounded 
their view that disarmament is a world- 
wide consideration, not one which can 
be limited to a few powers.

FOOD SALES TO PUBLIC 


Decision Follows Meeting of 
His Representative With 
Detroit Dealers. 


BOYCOTT WAS RUMORED 


Detroit, April 4 (By A. P.).—Officials 
of the Ford Motor Co. and the Michi- 
gan Retail Grocers association reached 
an agreement here tonight whereby the 
Ford organization will discontinue sale 
of foodstuffs and merchandise to the 
general public, it was announced after 
a meeting. 

Announcement that the Ford com- 
pany was willing to discontinue sales 
to the public was made by G. N. Sta- 
ples, general manager of the Ford 
stores, after representatives of the mer- 
chants’ association had assailed the 
practice as a scheme to drive the small 
dealer out of business. 

Approximately 1,000 members of the 
association attended the meeting. 

The announcement came as a 
dramatic climax to the meeting. 
Speakers fought for the floor to de- 
nounce the automobile manufacturer, 
who has opened a string of stores at 
his vafious plants. Mr. Staples arose 
in the midst of the hectic discussion 
and declared he had been authorized 
to announce that the commisaries 
would be closed’ to all but Ford em- 


ployes. The statement was greeted by 
&-wild outburst of cheering. 

Reports that’ a well or anized boy- 
cott against wholesalers using Ford 
Motor Co. products has been pressed 
here for some time as the result of 
opposition of local retailers to the 
practice of the Ford commissaries, have 
been current for some time. Officials 
of the association tonight, however, 
denied that their organization was con- 
nected with the boycott.

MORSE INDICTMENT 
OF 1922 IS DROPPED 


Stock Fraud Charges Are 
Nolle Prossed by U. S. 
District Attorney. 


New York, April 4 (By A. P.).—The 
Federal government, by nolle prossing 
an indictment, today wiped away all 
past or pending charges against Charles 
W. Morse, his sons, Irwin A., Benjamin 
W. and Harry F Morse, and others, ac- 
cused in 1922 of a conspiracy to use the 
mails to defraud. 

The act, performed by United States 
Attorney Emery R. Buckner, finally dis- 
poses of the Morse fraud litigation, which 
involved three steamship companies 
capitalized at $90,000,000, and at one 
time involved 24 defendants. 

The government gave up the pro- 
ceedings as “futile.” The case against 
the Morses and their alleged associates 
was brought to trial last year, resulting 
in a jury disagreement. 

Of the 24 defendants named in the 
indictment only eight were left in the 
dismissal proceedings carried through by 
Mr. Buckner and his assistants today.

Question Voted on as Ballou 
Propounds List of 12; -

Preparation of a second five-year 
school building program embodying 
necessary items not carried in the eX= 
isting legislation, which would begin 
immediately with the completion of the 
present program June 30, 1930, was 
unanimously favored last night by rep- 
resentatives of approximately 175 cities 
zens groups, meeting with the board 
of education in the Franklin adminis 
trative building. ‘ 

The proposal was made in a list of 
twelve questions submitted to the 
group by Superintendent of Schools 
Frank W. Ballou. The suggestions of- 
fered in eleven of these were approved 
unanimously, while one was favored 
by a vote of 70 to 1, several not 
voting. 2 

When the question proposing a new 
five-year building program was read, 
it was objected to immediately by Al- 
ton B. Carty, president of the Colum- 
bia Heights Citizens association, who 
asserted it was out of order, holding 
those present. not delegated to represent 
the views of their associations in such 
a matter. 

Vote Is Made Personal. 


The objection was not pressed when 
Charles F. Carusi, president of the 
board of education, explained that the 
vote would be accepted as expressing 
individual rather than representativé 
opinions. The question as put was ag 
follows: , 

“Are the citizens associations ready 
to cooperate with the board of educa- 
tion in the preparation of a second 
five-year school building program act, 
to be submitted to Congress if possible 
at the next session?”

The first, and the 
only query whick was not unanimously 
approved, asked if the group deemed it 
advisable that the remaining land and 
building items in the five-year buliding 
program be about evenly distributed in 
the estimates for 1929 and 1930, with 
a view to completing the program as 
scheduled in 1930. Dr. Ballou said the 
arrangement would entail a budget of 
approximately $5,250,000 in each of the 
two years 

Other questions answered in the af~ 
firmative follow: 

Is it desirable that additional funds 
be secured for increasing manual train« 
ing, domestic sctence and vocational 
work for pupils 12 years of age and 
over? 

Is it desirable that the appropriation 
for summer schools be increased some- 
what in order to provide more adequate 
compensation for summer school teach- 
ers? 

Is it desirable that the board of 
education ask for a sufficient number 
of additional teachers so that the spe- 
cialized instruction heretofore provided 
in our schools may be maintained? 


Clerical Help for Census. 


Is it desirable to submit an estimate 
to provide clerical help and statistical 
machinery necessary for handling the 
school census, the compulsory educa&- 
tion law and the child labor law? 

Is it desirable to increase the clerical 
staff of the board of education suffi-+ 
ciently to provide a full-time clers 
for each supervising principal? 

Is it desirable to request an appropria- 
tion sufficient for the employment of 
additional cabinetmakers for the pur- 
pose of reconditioning school furniture? 

Is it desirable to submit an estimate 
which will provide a substantial sum 
of money for the purchase of new fur- 
niture to replace obsolete furniture? - 

Is it desirable to submit an estimate 
| for the gradual replacement of types 
writers for instruction purposes? 

Is it desirable to increase the fund 
for repairs and alterations to buildings 
in order that the program of painting 
may be completed promptly? 

Is it desirable that a program of 
landscaping some of our school grounds 
be undertaken?

TAKOMA PARK, SELECTS 
STREETS IT WILL PAVE 


Many Projects Are Planned; 
Council Accepts Resignation 
of Building-Inspector.

OFFICIALS FOR BLODGETT 


The council of Takoma Park, Md., 
last night accepted the resignation of 
Fred L. Harries, building inspector, at 
a meeting in the town clerk’s office. 
Mr. Harries presented his resignation 
several days ago, charging mayor Ben 
G. Davis and the council had failed to 
cooperate with him in enforcement of 
ordinances. 

The mayor was empowered to ap- 
point E. E. Blodgett to the post. Mr. 
Blodgett held the position of building 
inspector several years ago. 

The council decided which streets of 
the town will be paved in accordance 
with a measure passed last week which 
provides that two-thirds of the cost 
shall be assessed against the owners, 
those on either side of the improved 
street to pay a third, and the remaining 
one-third will be borne by the town 
through a certificate of indebtedness 
issue. The certificates will pay 5 per 
cent interest and one-fifth of the cer- 
tificates will be payable annually. The 
total indebtedness will approximate 
$160,000. 

The council did not decide whether 
the streets would be paved with mac- 
adam or concrete. 

The streets on which a hard surface 
will be laid are: Albany avenue, from 
Takoma to Baltimore avenue; Boyd 
avenue, from Carroll avenue; Chestnut 
avenue, from end of pavement to Phila- 
delphia avenue; Crescent place and Holt 
place, from Park avenue to Denwood 
avenue; Cockerille avenue, from Spring 
street to Second street; Erie avenue, 
from ‘Flower avenue to Maple avenue; 
Elm avenue, from Sycamore avenue to 
Ethan Allen avenue; Ethan Allen ave~ 
nue, from Sycamore avenue to Elm ave- 
nue; Flower avenue, from Jackson ave- 
nue to Sligo branch; Grant avenue, 
from Carroll avenue to Maple avenue; 
Philadelphia avenue, from. Maple ave- 
nue to Chestnut avenue; Poplar avenue, 
from end of present pavement to Spring 
street; Prince George avenue, from 
Ethan Allen avenue to Elm avenue; 
Sherman avenue, from Carroll avenue 
to Maple avenue; Spring street, from 
Poplar avenue to Cockerille avenue; 
Second street, from Cockeérille avenue 
to Westmoreland avenue, and Woodland 
avenue, from Ethan Allen avenue to 
Elm avenue.

BOERSIG FAGES TRIAL 
IN MURDER OF GRILOREN 


Alexandria Man to Be Ar- 
raigned at Fairfax Court- 
house This Morning. 


INDENTIFIED BY MOTHER 


The trial of Louis Boersig on a charge 
of murder will start at 10 o’clock this 


morning, the scene being the historic 
little courthouse at Fairfax Courthouse, 


a. 

Himself the father of four children. 
Boerisg is accused of murdering the 
two small daughters of Mr. and Mrs. 
George Ridgeway; of assaulting Mrs. 
Ridgeway and of stealing the family’s 
savings. 

He will be tried on the indictment 
charging him with the murder of Lo- 
retta Ridgeway, who died in the Alex- 
andria hospital March 5, the day after 
the crime. Oatherine Ridgeway suc- 
cumbed to her wounds a few days later. 

Boersig is alleged to have invaded the 
Ridgeway home three milés south of 
Alexandria the afternoon of March 4 
Four hours later a small boy visited the 
house and found Mis. Ridgeway bleed- 
ing and hysterical, and Loretta and 
Catherine in an unconscious condition 
in the kitchen. Mrs. Ridgeway named 
Boersig as the assailant and later iden- 
tified him when he was brought before 
her in the Aléxandria hospital. 

Feeling ran so high in Alexandria 
after Boersig’s arrest that authorities 
feared an attempt might be made to 
lynch him. Therefore, he was spirited 
out of Alexandria and taken to the jail 
in Winchester, Va. Two deputies will 
take him from Winchester to Fairfax 
Courthouse this morning. 

Commonwealth’s Attorney Wilson 
Farr, who will prosecute Boersig, said 
yesterday that he did not anticipate 
any trouble at the trial and said he had 
not ordered any extra guards to be sta- 
tioned in the courthouse. It is expected 
that three times as many people as the 
courthouse can hold will attempt to get 
in for the trial. 

Judge Howard W. Smith, of the Alex- 
andria corporation court, will preside at 


the trial.

Finally Enacted. 


RESOLUTION FIGHTING 
GAS RATES IS PASSED 


Clock Turned Back to Ease 
Jam; Speaker Lee Given 
Silver Service. 


Special to The Washington Post. 
Annapolis, Md., April 4——-The Mary- 
land legislature for 1927 sang its swan 


song at “midnight,” according to the 
timepieces in the senate and house 
chambets, but it was considerably after 
that, actual time, for as is always the 
case, both were confronted with a last- 
minute rush in either passing, or “kill- 
ing” bills and hands of the clocks were 
turned back. Practically all of the more 
important State-wide measures, how- 
ever, had been disposed of, so those 
that got into the jam were mostly 
locals for the several counties. 
Montgomery and Prince Georges 
counties, which had the largest pro- 
grams of iegislation, cleaned them up 
in good shape. Maj. E. Brooke Lee, of 
Silver Spring, speaker of the house, 
with the aid of the respective senators 
and delegates saw to it that nothing 
of any consequence went by the board. 
The lower chamber suspended rules 
to pass a joint resolution relating to 
discrimination in gas rates in Mont- 
gomery county. The measure then was 
rushed to the senate where similar ac- 
tion was taken. The purpose of the 
resolution, it was explained, is to re- 
move the differenilal between gas rates 
applicable to consumers, as compared 


The resolution, which was offered sev- 
eral days ago, by Speaker Lee, calls 
upon the attorney general of Maryland 
and the public service commission of 
the State to cooperate with the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission in procur- 
ing a reduced rate. 


Want Gas Rates Cut. 


The Montgomery county civic federa- 
tion is pushing the movement to bring 
about the cut rate, and it is pointed out 
that county consumers now pay 23 
cents more per thousand feet than 
those of the District. 

The District is the source of supply 
of gas furnished the Maryland con- 
sSumers, and another purpose of the 
resolution is to determine whether the 
Maryland companies are subsidiaries of 
the Washington Gas Light Co., and if 
such is the case, then to ask the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission to fix the 
gas rates according to its regulations. 

Several bills affecting local affairs in 
Montgomery and Prince Georges were 
among the last batch to be enacted into 
law in the waning hours. The senate 
waded through a large batch of house 
measures, passing them on second read- 
ing under suspension of rules. Among 
them were the following: 

Montgomery county—Relating to con- 
tracts of lease, dispensing with the ne- 
cessity of giving notice to leave the 
county; conferring additional powers 
upon the mayor and council of Rock- 
ville as regards street and other im- 
provements; county bond issue of 
$150,000 for school building purposes. 


Edmonston Charter Amended. 


Prince Georges—Amending the char- 
ter of Edmonston, and three other local 
bills for that town, viz., measure re- 
lating to duties of the justice of the 
peace, providing for the annual regis- 
tration of voters, and a $50,000 bond 
issue; another house bill — the 
boundaries of Mount Rainter. 

The house suspended also rules to 
pass a bill, sponsored by Senator Sass- 
cer, Of Prince Georges, providing for re- 
peal of sections 34 and 25, of article 
96 (general code), which authorizes the 
United States to acquire forest reserves 
in Maryland. 

While Montgomery and 
Georges counties smashed ail records 
for county units, in point of number 
of bills put through, Anne Arundel 
county perhaps led the field in Dills 
providing increased salaries for county 
officials and creation of new jobs for 
political henchmen. 

The big “prize package,” which was 
introduced in the house during the 
closing days of the session, and which 
was finally passed by the senate today, 
was a “tax assessor’s bill,” providing 
for the appointment of two assessors 
for each of the seven election districts, 
on a per diem basis of $4 each. 


Bill Will Cost $35,006. 

This bill is vaguely drawn in that it 
does not stipulate the period of em- 
ployment, nor whether a general reas- 
sessment of. property is contemplated. 
The county commissioners have abso- 
lute power in the premises and by the 
wording of the bill the way is open 
for employing these men all the year 
round, which would entail an expense 
of approximately $35,000. 

Other measures that hkave aroused 
taxpayers in general include the bill 
doubling salaries of seven county com- 
missioners; increasing the salary of 
the clerk to that board from $1,800 to 
$2,400; creating posts of two building 
inspectors, and fixing a license permit 
fee at $2 for any building operation 
amountaing to $100 or more; increas- 
ing salaries of three supervisors of 
elections from $187.50 to $400 per an- 
num, when these jobs call for less 
work under the “fewer elections bill;” 
doubling the salaries of judges of the 
orphans court, and increases for police 
justices and police patrolmen all down 
the line. 

There was also a Dill allowing un- 
limited expenses’ for the State’s attor- 
ney’s office, but this was partly 
knocked out when Gov. Ritchie sent 
the measure back for amendment plac- 
ing a limit of $1,200 after a storm of 
protest was raised by taxpayers. 

Doubt is expressed whether the cov- 
ernor will approve some of the meas- 
ures noted above.

SPORT CLUB PRESIDENTS 
PRISON TEAM SUSTAINED 


Court Upholds Dane’s Three- 
Year Sentence on Fight 
Law Violation. 


PRINCIPALS NOT GUILTY 


The conviction of Frank Lane, presi- 
dent of the National Capital Sporting 
club, on u charge of violating the anti- 
prize fight laws, and the sentence oz 
three years in prison imposed by Jus- 
tice Stafford in criminal court, was sus- 
tained yesterday by the Court of Ap- 

cals. Dane was alleged to have staged 
five bouts at what was then known as 
the Arcade on January 12, 1926. He 
wds indicted. five times and made a 
defendant with a pair of fighters in 
each indictment. He was tried on only 
one indictment which mentioned John 
Cody and Philip Raymond as the fight- 
ers. 

The trial resulted in a verdict pecu- 
liar to the layman as the fighters were 
found not guilty and Dane was con- 
victed. The jury‘ found that the fight- 
ers did not engage in an unlawful bout, 
but found that Dane had promoted 
one, and that he had commercialized 
the fight bv charging an s‘imissicn ‘fee. 

This case involved the alleged sub- 
terfuge of -lub membership dues be- 
hind which, the prosecution charged, 
the promoter, Dane, took refuge to 
avoid prosecution. The appellate court 
did not investigate this alleged subter- 
fuge, but grounded its decision against 
‘Dane u,on the theory that he had 
used two innocent principals, namely, 
the fighters Cody and Raymond, to vi- 
Olate the law. 

The jury believed that neither Cody 
no. Raymond knew that the audience 
was paying a fee to see them fight, but 
did believe that Dane knew it and was 
back of the business to :.ee that the 
audience paid, either directly or indi- 
rectly. Assistant District Attorneys 
Fihelly and O’Leary prosccuted Dane. 
It is likely that Attorneys Lambert, 
Yeatman, Canfield and Bigelow, coun- 
sel for Dane, will take t‘1e case to the 
United States Supreme Court.

Loan Powers of Banks. 


Each bank is, moreover, authorized 
to issue debentures up to fifteen times 
its paid-in stock, and may Only loan 
money at 1 per cent ppore than it pays 
on the debentures. 

The theory of the Secretary of the 
Treasury and his immediate associates 
has been that through a liberal policy 
the intermediate banks could extend 
to the farmers all of the credit of which 
they might find need. Their belief 
has been that availability of such 
money over periods of less than two 
years could be used to finance crops, 
put in improvements and tide over 
any term of agricultural depression. 

The farm loan bureau has taken the 
position, however, that the intermedi- 
ate banks could lend only on stand- 
ard security, which they have held to 
be staple crops already harvested. In 
the last fiscal year for instance the 
intermediate banks made loans of 
more than: $149,000,000 serving 90,000 
individuals and cooperatives with a 
membership of more than 882,000. 


Planned for Staple Crops. 


Virtually all loans were made on 
staple crops included in the McNary- 
Haugen bill. The cotton growers were 
loaned $52,000,000. Tobacco producers 
got €52,000,000 from the intermediate 
banks, $12,000,000 went to raisin grow- 
ers and $10,000,000, $6,000,000, $3,000,- 
000 and $1,000,000 were loaned re- 
spectively on wheat, canned goods, 
wool and rice. 

The Farm Loan Bureau refused to 
loan money for such purposes as the 
construction of elevators and financing 
of crops on the ground that it would 
be impossible for it to get back more 
than a portion of the security in the 
event of a crop shortage or depression 
in price. 

The administration is of the opinion, 
however, that it is in just. such direc- 
tions as the board has opposed that the 
intermediate banks could serve a use- 
ful purpose. The joint stock banks 
are said to be filling the field of long 
time Ioans very acceptably. The money 
that they have put out is mostly on a 
basis of 10 years or more and in in- 
stances where default has taken place 
it is said that the joint stock banks 
have shown a smaller percentage of 
loss than the insurance and old line 
mortgage companies who have been in 
the field for many years.

THE COAL SITUATION. 


In spite of the optimistic assurances of sev- 
eral members of Congress last winter that 
there was no possible danger of a coal short- 
age as a result of the threatened strike that 
is now in full blast, there is every reason to 


fear that unless a settlement of the differ- 
ences between the operators and the miners 
cat-be reached there may be a shortage.

PROBLEMS IN HIGHER EDUCATION, 


Yale has definitely entered on a policy of 
selective limitation of students, thus carrying 
to a logical conclusion the axiomatic proposi- 
tion, hitherto so often and so grossly neg- 
lected in practice, that not every one is fitted 
by nature to derive profit from a university 
education, In the annual report, issued a day 
or two ago by Dr. James Rowland Angell, 
president of Yale, the explanation of the im- 
portant decision reached by the great New 
Haven institution of the higher learning is 
made the central theme. 

The allegations, brought forward in certain 
quarters, to the effect that the limiting of ex- 
pansion in order to rely upon selective ex- 
cellence is liable to result in intellectual and 
social snobbery, he dismisses on the ground 
that such a result is extremely unlikely, be- 
cause the new system will produce a healthful 
emulation, which will draw out the best powers 
of the ablest students. This is an opinion 
whose absolute correctness time alone can 
test, but it has at least the merit of being 
well considered, as well as of emanating from 
a man who has given time and thought to 
university problems, and who occupies a fore- 
most place among American educators of 
today. 

Dr. Angell foresees that the excellence of 
the students will demand a corresponding ex- 
cellence on the part of the professors, and 
that first-class professors can not be induced 
to undertake the work, unless they receive 
adequate compensation. He stigmatizes the 
present low salary system as creating prac- 
tically a ‘“‘part-time’’ condition, in which a 
faculty member is compelled to rely on his 
own income from inherited or other sources, 
or on his wife’s income, or on some outside 
occupation, in order to obtain a living; or, 
failing these, to fall back on “hack work, drab 
drudgery, or money grubbing, done through 
Sheer necessity.” He predicts that, unless 
there is an amelioration in this important 
particular, the higher education America 
will. fall on evil days. 

According to the Yale president, the public 
is not without responsibility in this matter, 
for he makes the following categorical state- 
ment: 


in 


The public must clearly understand 
that it can not secure first-class men to 
teach the younger generation, or to carry 
forward the boundaries of knowledge, 
without providing sufficient resources to 
permit men to live ih reasonable comfort, 
with dignity, and with substantial free- 
dom from acute and incessant financial 
anxiety. To fail to do this is to instite 
the diverting of practically all of the 
ablest men into other professions and call- 
ings, Where they may expect a more ade- 
quate return upon. their abilities. In 
other words, we can not have first-class 
education without first-class men _ to 
carry it on, and to secure such men in 
the numbers needed involves a higher 
price than at present the public is paying. 


It is plain that all is not yet well with the 
university system in this country, and that 
reform is needed in more than one direction 
if it is to attain that ideal state of perfection

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INCOME TAXES. 

For the first nine months of this fiscal year 
the internal revenue bureau reports that in- 
come tax receipts totaled $1,649,971,000. This 
figure indicates a total of aout $2,190,000,000 
for the entire fiscal year ending June 30 next. 
Last fiscal year total income taxes were abou 
$1,982,040,000. ; 

The figures for the fiscal year ended June 
30, 1925, are the first to be issued since the 
passage of the revenue act of 1926. They re- 
veal many significant facts. here was a large 
decrease in the number of income tax returns 
made by individuals, amounting to more than 
2,000,000. For the full year 1924, 4,489,000 
individuals reported taxable incomes. In the 
fiscal year 1925 only 2,400,000 reported taxa- 
ble incomes. 

About one-haif of the returns came from 
those with net incomes in excess of $95,000; 
about 4814 per cent from those with net in- 
comes exceeding $100,000. About 10,000 per- 
sons paid as much in taxes as did the other 
2,000,000. 

According to these figures less than .29 of 
1 per cent of the total population paid about 
95 per cent of the total personal income tax 
in 1925. About 17 per cent paid less than 5 
per cent of the total tax; and the remaining 
82 per cent paid no income tax at all. 

The number of individuals reporting incomes 
in excess of $100,000 increased 68 per cent 
over 1924. Those paying on an excess of 
$300,000 increased 104 per cent. 
of incomes above $1,000,000 increased over 
179 per cent. The number of individuals re- 
porting incomes in excess of $25,000 was 31142 
per cent more than in 1924, while the number 
reporting incomes in excess of $5,000 increased 
only 16% per cent.

000 to $1,000,000 increased, and the taxes ' 


they paid totaled more than $1,567,000,000 
of the whole income tax. | 

It is estimated that business prosperity in 
1925 made more than 1,000 additional million- 
aires. This was brought about largely by 
dividends from corporations. The reports 
from corporations for 1925 indicate the high- 
est net income on record and the smallest 
number reporting no net incomes. 

These reports clearly demonstrate that busi- 
ness prosperity is general, that more than 
2,000,000 former income-tax payers have been 
relieved of any personal income tax, and that 
the very rich pay about 95 per cent of the 
total personal income tax, 


ASSETS OF WAR. , 


The league of nations preparatory commis- 
sion, which is trying to draft a ‘general dis- 
armament program, has been struggling hope- 
lessly with the problem of the airplane. ' Be- 
cause of the close relationship of commercial 
aircraft to military equipment there is a de- 
cided feeling that the number of planes per- 
mitted in any country should be limited. But

tice that the United States will not agree to any 
limitation imposed on civil aviation, and with 
this positive assertion as an obstacle matters 
have been at a standstill. ; 

The proposal to limit commercial aircraft is 
ridiculous. As well limit the number of steam- 
ships registered under a national flag—they be- 
come transports of men and supplies when war 
transpires. Why not limit the mileage of rail- 
roads and the amount of rolling stock permit- 
ted thereon? Railroads become part of the 
machinery of war easily and quickly. Manu- 
facturing plants are converted to the manu- 
facture of munitions during a national emer- 
gency. Why not limit science, photography, 
education and advertising? Each of which is 
a fundamental contributor to the successful 
prosecution of war. 

The demand for limitation of ‘a nation’s 
peace activities on the ground that they may 
become assets in time of war is a mere subter- 
fuge on the part of nations that do not intend 


| to cut down their actual fighting machinery. 


SENTIMENT SURRENDERS. 

Business has scored another knockout in its 
conflict with-sentiment. That outcome seems 
to be invariable in this parlous age. Sentiment 
demands the retention and preservation of his- 
toric homes, the cottages in which the men 
who have made history were born, and every 
“shrine,” the preservation of which may have 
a patriotic educational value. But business 
must expand. Modern progress can not be re- 
tarded simply that a sentiment may be repre- 
sented through the keeping intact of an old 
home or an old name.

Philadelphia Record: The nineteenth 
amendment, which handed many roses 
to women, has its thorns, too. In Buf- 
falo recently a woman was arrested 
and convicted of selling liquor in her 
home. Her husband, arrested with her, 
was acquitted of the same charge. The 
woman’s attorney, in appealing the 
case, invoked the old English common 
law which provided that a wife could 
not be convicted of a misdemeanor 
when her husband, arrested with her 
for the same offense, was not simi- 
larly treated. But Federal Judge Hazel 
upheld the contention of the United 
States district attorney that “today 
the husband has assumed a position 
of relative obscurity in the home.” 
That phrase, “relative obscurity,” seems 
here to have a peculiar aptness. The 
learned judge went on to declare that 
it is absurd in this day to pretend that 
husbands can and do coerce their 
wives into the commission of crime. 
“To hold it to be a fact,” he said, “is 
@ relic of a belief in the ignorance 
and pusillanimity of women, which is 
not just now, and perhaps never was 
well founded.” The enfranchised wom- 
an must stand now upon her own 
feet.

Bigham, Twice Sen- 
tenced to Die. 


WIFE TOO ILL TO AID HIM 


Conway, 8. C., April 4 (By A. P.).— 
Edmund Bigham, alleged slayer of his 
mother, brother, sister and two small 
children, was found guilty vs the mur- 
der of his brother, “miley Bigham, in 
a directed verdict returned by a jury 
late today. The verdict carried a recom- 
mendation for mercy. An agreement 
was reached during the afternoon ses- 
sion of court on the directed verdict. 
The verdict, with its recommendation, 
ordinarily carriers a sentence of life 
imprisonment. 

Bigham, chalky of countenance from 
six years of prison life, keenly follow- 
ing every step, the State late today be- 
gan to forge the chain of circumstantial 
evidence upcn wiich it relied for a 
third conviction of the 43-year-old 
Florence county farmer on a charge of 
murder in connection with the quin- 
tuple shooting on January 15, 1921. 

For the third time Bigham pleaded 
“not guili;” in a firm, clear voice to 
the indictment charging him with the 
murder of his brother, the prosecution 
having elected to try him again on the 
same count that had twice before re- 
sulted in tke imposition of the death 
penalty. One other time, when the 
supreme court refusec. a motion for a 
new trial, later to reverse itself in ef- 
fect, the defendant had heard the death 
sentence imposed upon himself. Other 
indictments charge the murder of Mrs. 
Dora Bigham, widow -* a former State 
senator and mother of the defendant; 
Mrs. Margie Black, his sister, and Leo 
and John McCracken, Mrs. Black’s 
adopted sons. 

The first witness was called when a 
jury had been completed after the 
noonday recess. It was necessary for 
Judge M. L. Bonham to have drawn 
36 additional talesmen, from which 
number the needed five were obtained 
without great delay. 

Bigham, standing in the prisoner's 
dock, where a little more than two 
years ago he rose to receive the death 
sentence after his second trial, consult- 
ed from time to time with his attorneys, 


brought their prosecuting witnesses 
with them.

Objection to Measure Stated. 


It was argued that the general na-

Grounds to Be Open to Chil- 
dren Easter Monday De- 
spite Repair Work. 


OVERFLOW AT MONUMENT 


Children will be itted to roll 
their Easter eggs in the White House 
south grounds on Easter Monday this 
year, as usual, despite the repair work 
on the White House. The northern 
portion of the unds, strewn with 
building material, will be roped off. 

Announcing the decision yesterday, 
public buildings and parks officials said 
that children who can not get. into the 
section of White House grounds per- 
mitted for the play, will roll their eggs 
in the Monument grounds. 


It was first thought that the egg- 
rolling in the White lot would have to 
be abandoned this year because of the 
White House roof and third-story re- 
pair work, it being feared that acci- 
dents might befall some children. 

Following conference with representa- 
tives of the N. P. Severin Co., Chicago, 
contractors for the work, President 
Coolidge and buildings and parks offi- 
cials decided that with roping off the 
northern portion of the grounds, chil- 
dren could play in the southern por- 
tion. ‘ 

Based on official figures taken from 
last year’s attendance, showing over 
48,100 children and adults present;an 
increase of more than 10,000 over the 
preceding year, officials have made ar- 
rangements to use the Monument 
grounds for the White House overflow. 

The White House south grounds will 
be opened at 9 o’clock in the morning 
of the day and will be closed at 5 
o’clock in the afternoon. Between the 
hours of 9 o’clock in the morning and 
3 o’clock in the afternoon no adults 
will be permitted to enter the grounds 
except those accompanying the chil- 
dren. 

At 3 o’clock in the afternoon the 
genéral public will be permitted to en- 
ter. The Maririe band will give a con- 
cert from 3 o’clock until the closing 
hour. 


Organizations Cite U. S. Im- 
- peridlism as Bar to Pan- 
American Session. 


No GOVERNMENT MOVE 


Two Argentine chambers of commerce 
have refused to participate in the Pan- 
American economic conference to be 
opened in Washington May 2. The Ar- 

éntine government so faf has heither 


sighified its intention of acc ~ pe the 
conference invitation nor of naming 

delegates, according to information ob- 
tained at the Argentine embassy yes- 
terday. 

The Buenos Aires and Rosario com- 
merce chambers, in refusing the invita- 
tions transmitted to them through the 
Pan-American union, denounced the 
policy of the United States in Nicaragua 
and declared in view of American ¢éco- 
nomic imperialism, illustrated by the 
recent United States governmental bans 
against Argentine meats and fruits, and 
the action taken by the Department of 
Agriculture barring importation of Ar- 
gentine alfalfa seeds, they would be un- 
able to participate in a conference to 
be held in Washington under auspices 
of the American government. 

It was emphasized, howéver, at the 
Argentine embasssy that the opinions 
expressed by the chambers of commerce 
in no way represent the attitude of the 
‘Argentine government, which merely 
has temporarily postponed its decision 
in regard to the naming of delegates. 

Besides the refusal of the Argentine 
government, three other Latin-Ameri- 
can countries have not yet accepted 
the invitation of the Pan-American 
union. They are Ecuador, Paraguay 
and Salvador. 

Acceptances have been received from 
seventeen other countries, and it is 
expected that at least 250 delegates, 
representing Latin-American govern- 
ments and commercial bodies, will at- 
tend the opening of the conference. 

The agenda of the conference is 
listed under five general heads as fol- 
lows: Transportation and inter-Ameri- 
can commerce, consular procedure and 
customs regulations, foreign invest- 
ments and inter-American trade, bar- 
riers to inter-American commerce, arbi- 
tration of commercial disputes. 


Women Voters’ Bill 
Defeated in Virginia 


Richmond, Va., April 4.—The house 
of delegates today refused to consider 
a bill sponsored by Senator Frank L. 
Ball which would have permitted mar- 
riled women of Arlington county par- 
ticularly, and the State generally, to 
have their names changed on the reg- 
istration books when their single names 
were carried. 

Under present law the single name is 
carried even after the woman is mar- 
ried. The senate passed the measure, 
but the house is generally refusing to 
consider bills of State-wide application 
except those set forth by the governor 
in his call for an extra session.

dition for.American

MUSIC ON WMAL PROGRAM 


The first public account of the Mor- 
den-Clark expedition through Turk- 
estan, Mongolia and lower Siberia will 
be given in the Eveready hour tonight 
through WRC by James L. Clark, as- 
sistant director of the American Mu- 


seum of Natural History. 

Clark and Morden were capturec by 
a band of savage Mongol soldiers. Their 
wrists were bound by heavy ropes as 


‘tightly as the combined strength of 


several men could make it, and in zero 
weather, steaming water was poured 
over the knots to make them tighter. 
Back to back, they were trussed to a 
pole and left to suffer for hours while 
their captors discussed means of Kkill- 
ing them. Only the timely arrival and 
intervention of soviet officers saved 
their lives, but both men still suffer 
from injuries to their wrists. 

Clark and Morden, who were said to 
be the first Americans to traverse the 
8,000 miles of central Asia from the In- 
dian ocean to the Yellow sea, left this 
country in January, 1926, and have 
just returned. Most of their Asiatic 
trek was through snow and ice-covered 
mountains. In addition to completing 
the American museum’s collection of 
ovis poli, ibex and other Asiatic ani- 
mals, Morden and Clerk obtained much 
hitherto unknown data eéoncerning the 
customs and lives of the semisavage 
tribes which roam this section of the 
world. 


A new feature will be inaugurated by 
WRC at 10 o'clock this morning, “The

Also, it should be remembered around 
i1ildnight and later by fans seeking 
Pacific coast stations that tonight will 
mark the inaugural gala program of the 
Pacific coast chain hookup, which will 
include stations KGO, Oakland, Calif.; 
KPO, San Francisco; KFI, Los Angeles; 
KGW, Portland, Oreg.; KOMO and 
”FOA, Seattle, and KBQ, Spokane. 

The entire San Francisco Symphony 
orchestra, under the direction of Al- 
fred Hertz, with Jeann: Gordon, con- 
tralto of the Chicago Opera company, 
and Lambert Murphy, tenor, will be on 
the air.

Always, as we said on Saturday, 
there are particles ‘of ham left hang- 
ing to the bone and lying about the 
platter after a hot ham has been cut, 
and if on the second day after the cut- 
ting we have had for our dinner thin 
cold slices of the ham we have added 
to, rather than taken from, these frag- 


| ments. These pieces, rather than waste 


material, may become the nucleus of a 
dinner dish, and it is with them that 
we shall, on the whole, work today. If 
a bit more ham has to be cut and 
added to them to supply the needs of 


the family this may be done with still 


a decided saving of the meat over the 


‘| waste that would otherwise be al- 


lowed. 
Ham En Casserole. 


Gather the scraps of ham together 
and grind them, adding more ham if 
necessary to the extent of a cup and a 
half of ham in all. Place the ham in 
the bottom of a buttered casserole 
dish and add a half cup of cold milk. 
Sprinkle over. this a scant tablespoon 
of flour and .cover with rings of sliced 
green pepper. Break an egg into each 
ring and cover the whole with a cup 
of grated cheese to which a few drops 
of. tabasco sauce have been. added. 
Bake in a hot oven for twenty minutes. 


Another way to use over the odds and 
ends of the ham is with jelly sauce, 
which is a recipe’ that. we used last 
year, but that I wish to repeat now 
for the benefit of the readers who were 
not with us at the outset. 


Ham With Jelly Sauce. 


Into a chafing dish put.a half table- 
‘spoon of butter, a third of a cup of 


‘| currant jelly, a cup of cold ham cut in 
_]small pieces and a few grains of cayenne 


pepper. Add a teaspoon of Worcester- 
shire sauce and let the whole simmer 
for 7 minutes. This may be served with 
toasted bread or crackers. 


A SUPPER DISH. 
Baked Ham and Noodles. 
Boil one box of noodles in salted 
‘boiling water until. tender, which 


‘| should not take more than 12 minutes. 


Make a rich white sauce of one heap- 


ing teaspoon each of butter and flour 
rubbed together until smooth and 
blended with a cup of milk: Add to 
this. one tablespoon Worcestersnire 
sauce and a cup of grated cheese. Have 
ready-a cup and a half of ground ham 
and a ring mold that has been well 
buttered. Add the white sauce to the 
noodles and place a shallow layer of 
this mixture in the bottom of the ring 
mold. Cover this layer with a layer of 
the ham and follow with another layer 
of the noodle mixture. Repeat until 
the mold’ is filled and the materials 
used up. Bake in a moderate oven for 
20 minutes and then invert over a hot 
platter or serving dish from which the. 

noodles are to be served. Remove the 
mold’ and sprinkle over the whole a bit 
of grated American cheese and a dash 
of paprika, Serve at once. 


; Corn bread is “always ‘an acceptable 
bread to serve with ham in any form 
and we nel include a retin 3 for it 


ing powder. 


Corn Bread. 


One cup of yellow cornmeal, one cup 
flour, a fourth cup sugar, three-fourths 
teaspoon salt and five teaspoons ‘bak- 
ing powder. Mix these ingredients and 
add a well-beaten egg, a cup of sweet 
milk and two tablespoons melted but- 
ter. Turn into a shallow buttered pan 
and bake in a hot oven for from 
20 to 25 minutes. 


We have had a number of requests 
for recipes and give them now. 


REQUESTED RECIPES, 


A Filling for Lemon Pie (Marie M.). 

Take one lemon, grate the rind and 
squeeze the juice into the top of a 
double boiler in which has been placed 
one cup of sugar and a large table- 
spoon of flour. Mix these ingredients 
and add four well-beaten eggs and one 
cup of boiling water. Cook until thick. 
Meringue for this pie requires the 
whites of two eggs beaten until stiff 
and dry looking and a tablespoon of 
granulated sugar which is beaten ‘in 
gradually. 


—_—_—_ 


Date Torte (Mrs. Prescott). 


Put one cup of seeded dates and one 
cup of walnuts through the food 
grinder and three eggs well beaten. 
Mix and then add one cup of sugar 
and four tablespoons of flour sifted 
with one level teaspoon of baking pow- 
der. Bake for 45 minutes in a round 
or square deep pie pan in a slow oven. 
This desert is better if served the day 
after it is made. Cover with whipped 
cream and cut in slices like a pie.

Then add a fourth cup 
of corn syrup, a third cup of milk and 
gradually a cup of flour with which 
has been sifted three teaspoons of bak- 
Bake for 20 minutes in a 
moderate oven, using a shallow round 
or square cake pan. It is not necessary, 
but agreeable to dot the top of the 
coffee cake over with butter and then 
sprinkle it generously with brown sugar 
and a little cinnamon. Serve it at once.

Mr. Work’s Pointer 
On Auction Bridge

Against a No-Trump contract, West 
would lead the Four of Clubs, and the 
Eight (not the Queen) should be-played 
from Dummy. If the Queen were 
played, the adversaries would take the 
first five tricks by running the Club 
suit. With the Eight played, East 
would play the King, win the trick and 
return the Seven on which the Closed 
Hand would play the Nine. At this 
point West can mark the Jack in the 


Closed Hand and the Five in East’s 
hand, and would then have the option 
of winning with the Ace and clearing 
the suit by leading the Ten or of los- 
ing this trick and establishing the 
suit at once. 

Should West win trick 2 and clear 
the suit, he would have to depend upon 
his King of Spades as an entry. It may 
be on, or it may not; if not, he will 
not make his two good Clubs. But if 
he duck trick 2, then it does not mat- 
ter whether East or West obtain the 
lead; the game will be saved provided 
either gets in before the Declarer takes 
nine tricks. The only objection to the 
duck is the possibility that the De- 
clarer may make a Small Slam; but 
with West’s holding that danger does 
not seem to threaten. Therefore West, 
on the second round of Clubs, should 
play the Deuce, allowing Dummy to 
win with the Queen. 


The Declarer now can see that if 
either of the adversaries win a trick 
before he has captured nine tricks, 
they will save the game because, in 
addition to the one Club trick they 
already have and the trick they would 
win, they would make three more 
Clubs. In three suits the Declarer has 
finesses, and naturally ‘he should 
choose among them. In which suit or 
suits do you think he should finesse? 
Answer tomorrow.

THE QUESTION OF 
MASSAGE. 


HAT about facial massage? 
What is it? Is it good or not? 
Should a person administer self- 

massage? Are facial treatments bene- 

ficial or injurious? 

It is pretty hard to answer most of 
these questions categorically. First, 
however, let us define terms. . Facial 
massage is, properly speaking, a manip- 
ulation of the muscles of the face 
equivalent to exercise. It is not— 
most decidedly—a mere rubbing cr 
stroking. It never should méan pulling 
or straining. Rightly given, massage 
is good, just as exercise is good. It 
promotes the blood circulation and so 
tones and feeds the tissues. 


But improper massage is far worse 
than none at all. This is why I dis- 
courage the average person from at- 
tempting self-massage. Just ask your- 
self these questions: Do you know. the 
proper movements? Have you a well- 
founded knowledge of the location of 
All the muscles and nerves of the face? 
Most of us do not measure up to these 
requirements. That is why it is much 
better for us to rely upon the use of 
active preparations and upon the inevi- 
table exercise that the muscles of our 
faces get from eating, talking, smiling, 
laughing, and so on.

Prior to that time, during the nine 
years between his twelfth and twenty- 
first year, he had killed 21 men—all 
because he could decide instantly and 
act on his decision before the other 
fellow could bring his gat into action. 
Billy the Kid hd the capacity for 
clear cut, instant decision. He had 
complete faith in himself. Having de- 
cided, he never turned back. There 
was no indecision, either before, dur- 
ing or after decision. When he had 
decided, the book yas closed. He never 
opened it to look at the pictures of 
what might have been. 


In all of this he was very much like 
Napoleon Bonaparte before Moscow. It 
was not until somewhere about that 
‘period that Napoleon lost faith in him- 
self, became unable to decide, hesi- 
tated, or changed his mind. When he 
changed from the Napoleon of deci- 
sion, and faith in himself, he was head-' 
ed for Elba, St. Helena, failure, un- 
savorable introspection and discontent. 
Billy the Kid had complete coordina- 
tion. The several parts of kis brain 
were so coordinated that he could de- 
cide instantly. His mental decision 
centers were so coordinated with his 
motion centers that he could bring his 
muscles into play instantly after his 
decision was made. The centers of 
different sets of muscles were so co- 
ordinated that, having decided to shoot, 
he shot quickly and with unsurpassed 
accuracy. His lower nerves centers 
obeyed his higher centers instantly and 
exactly. There was perfect teamwork 
among all his shooting muscles; there- 
fore, he could hit the bull’s-eye.

INNOCENT CAR OWNERS 
PROTECTED BY DECISION 


Rights in Sale Can be Guard- 
ed by Proceeding for 
Condemnation. 


The Federal courts, acting under the 
Volstead act, have no jurisdiction what- 
ever over automobiles, wagons, trucks, 
or other means for the transportation 


of contraband liquor in cases where 
there has been no arrest and conviction 
of the person in charge of the vehicle 
at the time the law was violated, ac- 
cording to a decision yesterday by the 
District of Columbia Court of Appeals. 

This decision, in particular, affects 
abandoned automobiles and trucks 
which are found to contain liquor. In 
cases of this sort the government will 
Jhave to be content with the seizure and 
destruction of the liquor and live in 
hopes that the driver or owner, or both, 
may be arrested and convicted soon 
enough to justify the seizure of the 
vehicle, because, the court said, there 
can be no seizure or forfeiture of the 
vehicle unless there is an arrest and 
conviction. 

Innocent owners of automobiles 
whose employes or friends use the au- 
tomobile to transport liquor, no mat- 
ter how little, are protected by the de- 
cision in case the machines or trucks, 
as the case may be, are abandoned by 
the guilty driver with liquor in them. 

It has been the policy of the gov- 
ernment to proceed against the auto- 
mobile in the absence of the guilty 
driver as the automobile or truck was 
deemed to be guilty of a violation of 
the prohibition laws, but, under these 
laws, such a procedure.is voided by the 
decision of the appellate court. Under 
the revenue laws, things might be dif- 
ferent, as the court pointed out, but 
since the case at bar dealt with the 
enforcement of the prohibition laws, 
the court accordingly confined itself 
to the construction of these laws only. 


Cannot Prevent Sale. 


The dealer or person having a lien 
upon an abandoned liquor carrier can- 
not prevent a sale by decree of the 
courts, but, according to the decision, 
may have his rights protected by in- 
tervention in a proceeding for con- 
demnation or forfeiture. The owner 
of an abandoned liquor carrier, pro- 
vided he is innocent, is now able to 
prevent a condemnation or forfeiture 
of an abandoned carrier. 

When this case came to the lower 
court, the prohibition authorities pro- 
tested the ruling that an arrest and 
conviction was a jurisdictional prere- 
quisite in condemnation cases on the 
ground that they would have to re- 
move the liquor from an abandoned 
automobile and leave the automobile 
where they find it, thus giving the 
guilty owner or driver, or owner-driver, 
an opportunity to come back at his 
leisure and take it away and again use 
it to transport liquor. It was also 
contended that the driver of a liquor 
laden automobile may be killed resist- 
ing arrest. or die before he is convicted, 
or jump his bond and never be caught 
again. 

This case came before the appellate 
court on the appeal of the government 
from an order directing the return of 
an automobile which had been aban- 
doned with liquor in it, to the Foss- 
Hughes Co., of this city, without charg- 
ing the company any of the costs of 
the seizure and storage. This car was 
sold on the time payment plan and 
the purchaser, at the time of the 
seizure, owed more on the car than it 
would have brought if sold by the gov- 
ernment. The principal question de- 
cided by the appellate court, however, 
was the question affecting the jurisdic- 
tion of the courts over abandoned 
liquor carriers in cases where there 
had been no arrest and conviction, 


$35,000 Damage Suit 
Upheld on Appeal 


The appeal of the F. H. Smith Co. and 
ita president, J. Eris Powell, from a ver- 
dict of the circuit court jury which 
assessed them $35,000 damages in favor 
of Frank M. Low, president of the Par- 
ker-Bridget Co., clothiers, failed yester- 
day when the Court of Appeals upheld 
the verdict. 

This case is the result of the attempt 
of Low in 1923 to acquire the old Ebbitt

FHAUD IN MAILS CHARGED 
TO RESEARCH U. HEADS 


Institution Unable to Grant 
Diplomas, Allegation Made 
to Grand Jury. 


NOT ACCREDITED, CLAIM 


The district attorney’s office has come 
to grips with another alleged “diploma 
mill” by the indictment yesterday by 
the grand jury of Dr. Louis Win Ra- 


peer, president, and Mrs. V:.ginia H. 
Saunders, registrar of the Research uni- 
versity, on charges of using the mails 
to defraud. Assistant District Attorney 
M. Pearl McCall, who worked up the 
famous case of the Oriental university, 
which was headed by Dr. Hellmuth P. 
Holler, presented the Research univer- 
sity case to the grand jury. 

The indictment in the latter case is 
very much like the former, as it is 
grounded on alleged false representa- 
tions which the defendants are alleged 
to have made to students and to pros- 
pective students concerning the stand- 
ing of Research university and its 
equipment and ability to teach the 
subjects mentioned in its literature. 

The principal representation alleged 
to be false is the statement that the 
university was a bona fide institution 
and was capable, legally and otherwise, 
of conferring degrees and diplomas. Rep- 
resentations alleged to have been made 
by the defendants to the effect that 
certain prominent citizens were deans 
of various schools of the university 
were false, according to the indictment. 

Representations that the university 
had entered into accredited relations 
with the country’s foremost colleges, 
schools and universities are character- 
ized as false and misleading in the in- 
dictment. Representations that Joseph 
E. Mann, Mrs. Mary C. Morris, Mrs. 
Adelaide E. Rutledge, William J. Spen- 
cer, John R. Waller and Dr. C. Albert 
Smith were trustees of Research uni- 
versity were false also, it is charged. 

The indictment also asserts that the 
defendants falsely represented that the 
university was equipped with laborator- 
ies for scientific research; that branches 
of the university were being estab- 
lished in the leading cities of India; 
that an employment bureau for stu- 
dents was maintained by the univer- 
sity; the students taking courses in 
summer could finish them at George 
Washington university: that the uni- 
versity was capable of teaching the 
science of medicine, nursing, dentistry, 
pharmacy and other arts and sciences; 
thet capable instructors were furnished 
for these studies; that the defendants 
intended the students to believe that 
if certain fees would be paid they 
would have at their service efficient 
teachers for the various subjects; and 
that the university was equipped for 
experimental studies in various sci- 
ences,

GRAND JURY REPORTS 
ON JAIL INSPECTION 


Notes Crowded Conditions 
and Lack of Equipment, but 


Commends Cleanliness. 


The grand jury, headed by John M. 
Cherry, filed its report in criminal 
court yesterday concerning its visit of 
March 17 to the District jail and the 
workhouse at Occoquan, Va. 

The report varies:but little from re- 


ports of other grand juries, for all of 
them have commented on the ancient 
buildings and equipment. The prin- 
cipal item in the report concerns the 
lack of appropriation by Congress to 
furnish these institutions with modern 
buildings and equipment. : 

Mr. Cherry and his associates found 
cleanliness the rule at both institu- 
tions, the report says, but they ask 
that the attention of Congress be 
called to the crowded conditions at 
the jail and lack of equipment to safe- 
guard the health and well-being of 
the prisoners. The report commends 
the penal authorities for the manner 
in which they have handled these in- 
stitutions, especially since they lack 
modernity.

ARRESTS INGREASE 1,000 
IN MONTH, FIGURES SHOW 


8,354 Taken Into Custody in 
March and 7,331 in 
February. 


3,269 IN TRAFFIC CASES 


There were approximately 1,000 more 
arrests in March than in February, ac- 
cording to statistics made public yes- 
terday by the police department. The 
exact number was 8,354, as compared 
with 7,331 the preceding month. 

Percentage of traffic arrests as com- 
pared with the total, fell to 35. There 
were 3,269 traffic arrests, less than half 
the number in March, 1926, but 400 
more than in February. 

Arrests for housebreaking were 125 
in March, with 82 for grand larceny; 
55 for joyriding, 26 for robbery, 25 for 
assault with dangerous weapons, and 
104 for miscellaneous felonies. 

There were 329 arrests under the Vol- 
stead act, and 1,197 under the Shep- 
pard law. 

Five murders were committed, fol- 
lowed by four arrests. There were 30 
robberies to check against the 26 ar- 
rests. Six persons committed suicide 
and 19 unsuccessfully attempted to kill 
themselves. 

Traffic fatalities numbered 6, bring- 
ing the total of such accidental deaths 
to 21 for the first quarter of the year, 
as compared with 20 for the same 
period last year. There were personal 
injuries to 201 persons and 304 traffic 
accidents resulted in property damage. 
The total number of traffic accidnts 
was 430. 

Traffic violations still show a slight 
increase, according to March records of 
the United States park police, com- 
pared with those of February. Arrests 
for speeding were the same, fifteen for 
each month. There was an increase of 
four arrests for general traffic viola- 
tions, and a decrease of one in reckless 
driving. Drunkenness arrests decreased 
from 30 to 16.

Clergyman, American Secu- 
rity and Trust Co. and 
Cathedral Defendants. 


Final decree setting aside four trusts 
aggregating more than $5,000,000 were 
signed yesterday by Justice Wendell 
Phillips Stafford, of equity division of 
the District Supreme court, in grant- 
ing the suits filed by Mrs. Mabel Fred 
Gwendolyn Robinson, Mrs. Rosalynd 
Muriel Huggett, Miss Dorothea DeVere 


Denys and Mrs. Margaret Van Nuys 
Wolcott, socially prominent women of 
Washington, against the American Se- 
curity Trust Co., the Rev. F. Ward 
Denys and the Protestant Episcopal 
Cathederal foundation of the District. 

The plaintiffs are the daughters of 
the Rev. Mr. Denys, a retired Episcopal 
clergyman, of this city, and the late 
Mrs. Mabel Eaton Denys, daughter of 
the late John Eaton, founder and 
former president of the Oil Well Supply 
Co., of Pittsburgh, Pa. By his will, Mr. 
Eaton left half the residue of his estate 
in trust for the benefit of his daughter, 
Mrs. Denys, and at her death the estate 
to be divided between her four daugh- 
ters. Mrs. Denys died in May, 1924, in 
England. 


Provision for Children. 


Trust agreements were executed by 
the daughters with the American 5Se- 
curity & Trust Co. as trustee, when 
the daughters placed under it their 
respective shares of their grandfather's 
property, which would come to them at 
their mother’s death. By the agree- 


ment the trust company was to pay 
them income and upon their deaths 
the shares of their estate was to go 
to their children, with provisions for 
| trusts until the children reached the 
| age of majority. 

| If they had no children, the agree- 
| ment specified, the property was to be 
| divided among the surviving sisters, 
and in the event the sisters had no 
children, the property was to pass 
to Mr. Denys, if he should be alive, 
or in the event of his death to the 
Cathedral foundation. 

The sisters stated in their petition 
for relief to the court that at the times 
of the execution of the agreements 
they were unfamiliar with legal and 
business affairs, were ignorant of the 
nature of extent of their grandfather's 
property and their shares in it and did 
not know the exact provisions of the 
trusts and their rights under the 
trusts. The agreements, they averred, 
were not prepared at their request but 
upon the advice and recommendation 
of their father, Mr. Denys. 


Learn of Their Rights. 


It was not until the death of their 
mother, they stated, that they were 
fully informed of the nature and Value 
of their shares in the estate, and the 
agreements would never have been en- 
tered into had they been fully advised 
of the nature.

School Building 
Contracts Studied 


Bureau of efficiency experts conduct- 
ing the city-wide survey of schools or- 
dered by Congress, yesterday turned 
their attention to plans and specifi- 
cations of school buildings in connec- 
tion with the five-year building pro- 
gram, Herbert D. Brown, chief of the 
bureau, announced. 

Cooperating in the examination of 
the plans will be architects connected 
with the veterans’ bureau, well in- 
formed in costs of materials and build- 
ing construction, Brown said. In the 
course of the general investigation all 
phases of the school system in any 
way affecting appropriations will be 
studied, he said, leaving the whole 
question of curriculum untouched, Six 
months he estimated will be required 
to complete the survey.
